of government, I bavo felt itn duty to 
withdraw at the close of my present term 
of office—to strongthen > ractice a 
principle I deem salutary.” Thus spoke 
this great and pure man who might not 
inaptly be termed the incarnation of Re- 
publicanism. Coming along down to la- 
ter days, we find that other great Der- 
ocrat, Andeöw Jackson, recommending 
in his first message that it would be “ad- 
visable to limit the service of Chief Mag- 
istrato to n single term `of either four or 
six years.”

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THE FINANCE. 


The subjoot of the finances, or 
‘rather the pecuniary condition of the 
'eonntry, has not been selected with- 
‘out due consideration of the import 
‘ance of the topic and its essential ro- 
“lation. to every individual in the 
‚United States. The maximum debt 
cof the United States was reached 
acon after the closo of the war in the 
year 1866, at the sum of twenty soven 
hundred millions of dollars. Since, 
the government haa reduced the prin- 
‘cipal nearly five hundred and fifty 
millions, paid over eleven hundred 
millions as interest, besides the an- 
nnal expenses of the national govern- 
ment. The recuperative power and 
financial energy displayed by our 
«people after a long and exhanstive 
war bas néver boen escelled in the 
‘history of any nation. So plentiful 
did moncy appear that many flattered 
Abemselves with the delusive idea that 

e as a nation woro enriched by the 
war.: A debt of something over three 
‘thousand millions, including tho is 
‘tues of bonds and greenbacks, and 
‘the remarkable inflow of foreign cap- 


É y, ital in the building of railroads and 


E the developement of industries. so 
“adi tha 


haustive drain on the industry of the 
coantry, State and national, in pay- 
ing olf the debt, interest. and provid- 
ing the running exponscs of the gov- 
ernment, was not perceived until the 
grand gollapae last fall awakened the 
people and openod their eycs to the 
real condition of the financos of the 
cvantry. Since Congross has been 
iu a flutter of excitement, and bill 
after bill 70 financial relief has boen 
“proposed, d'weussed, voted down, or, 
if passed, vetosd by the President.— 
In this connecticn it would be condu- 
vive ton clearer understanding and 
reason for the vievs advanced further 
on, if a comparison is made between 
the war debt resulting from the con 
test with England in 1812 and our 
present debt, At the conclusion of 
the war of 1812 tho\ational debt 
amounted to ono hundred and twen 
(seven millions and twinty years 
was consumed in the paymut of it, 
or a little over six millions @ year. 
while we have been paying ou: pror- 
ent debt at tho rate of six milions n 
month. The per capita indcbteiness 
in 1816 was about fiftecn dollars, in 
1870 seventy-throe dollars pei capita. 
Since the late war, in the spice of 
seven years, we have paid nino timos 
an much as was paid by tho gotern 
ment from 1816 to 1835 when the 
«az debt of 1812 us finnlly paid off 
Considering these fncts and figures 
it must be evident to every one that 
the industry and ability of tho conn- 
try has boen too severely strained 
and taxed. And it mnst also be plain 
that the immediate resumption of 
specie payment or the fixing of n near 
day in the fature would result in 
wide spread ruin and disaster to the 
country. Tho appointment of a near 
time in the future for the resumption 
of apocio payment would cause such

Prof. Klinkerfues saw the shower, of an- 
usual bril iancy, and thinking it possible 
that it might be visible as a comet, im- 
mediately telegraphed to Professur Pogson 
Madras: ‘Bicla touched earth on 27th ; 
search in the di ection toward which the 
meteors were Prof. Pogson 
searched and found the comet, whi b he 
saw on tro successive evenings, but it 
was so faint that it was not again seen.

AN ARKANSAS REVOLUTION. 


The seventy-one thousand majori y giv- 
en by the people of Arkansas in favor of 
the calling of a constitutional convention 
is one of the most noteworthy evidences 
we have of the great political revolution 
sweepiug over the country. The conven- 
tion was demanded by the Demgeraey and 
opposed by tbe Republicans, and in a 
State which lias hitherto, since the close 
of the war, been invariably carried by the 
Republicans, the Democratic call was 
sustained by an overwhelming majority.

It shows, first, that the reign of the Clay- 
tons, Dorseys and McClures is over. The 
first two may continue to misrepresent 
Arkansas in the Renate for a few years 
longer, but they are politically dead, and 
when their terms expire they may as well 
repack their carpet bags and return to 
their Northern homes.
